TO BE MET BY U. S, 


Rate Commission Orders Six 


Hundred Heated Cars Sent 


to V/isconsin at Once 


MADIsfix, Wis.—Relief from the 
( 
shortage of refrigerator cars that has 
hampered shipment of Wisconsin pro^ 
duce to market recently, is seen bji 
the railroad commission, with as- 
surance by the interstate commerce 
commission that 600 heated 
cars 


would be sent to the state starting 
at once. 
. H. R. Trumbower. one of the state 
'commissioners, announced today that 
he had advice from the interstate 
commission .that 200 refrigerator 
cars are allotted to the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul railway com- 
pany. 200 to the Chicago and North- 
western railway. 100 to the Soo Line, 
and 100 to the Green Bay and West- 
ern. 
The last 100 cars are to be 


supplied in lots of 10 each day. 
"Ever since the extreme cold wea- 
ther started there has been a serious 
shortage of refrigerator car equip- 
ment on al! lines of railroad within 
the state." Mr. 
Trumbower 
said. 
"This present order of the interstate 
commerce commission will tend to 
alleviate the situation to a very con- 
siderable extent." 
When the seriousness of the refri- 
gerator car situation was brought to 
fhe attention o£ the commission some 
days ago it at once appealed to the 
interstate commerce body for an ad- 
ditional supply of cars to be turned 
over to the Wisconsin carriers 
at 
Chicago from eastern and 
western 


connections. 
"- 
Action was ordered by the inter- 
state commerce commission soon af- 
ter receiving the-request from the 
state commission, with the result that 
the shortage will be relieved in part. 


The large Wisconsin potato crop 
is particularly a.Sected by the refri- 
gerator ca.r shortage, with farmers 
wanting to get more of their crop to 
market in order to-realize some re- 
turn from it. 
Throughout the year Wisconsin 
shippers have been confronted with a 
car shortage in one form or another.
